The premium 
for Prime probably will widen, but it is 
not likely to be really attractive; it takes 
25 extra bushels of corn to put a steer 
into that grade. Avoid running into 
weights over 1,200 Ibs.

For the longer-pull, winners in 
the beef game will be those who pro- 
duce at lower cost. Pick bulls from 
fast-growing stock. Give cows adequate 
protein to assure a good calf crop. Re- 
duce feed costs by using more labor- 
saving field equipment. Make larger 
fertilizer applications to increase grain 
yields and provide longer-season pas- 
tures of increased carrying capacity. 

Make your feeding layout more 
convenient by relocating feed storage 
closer to feed bunks. Self-feed hay 
from the stack or mow and silage from 
bunker silos. Use automatic waterers, 
overhead carriers, self-unloading trucks. 

Buy feeders when markets are 
weak, rather than when they are zoom- 
ing. Buy light, thin cattle instead of 
costly half-fat kinds. Finish cattle ac- 
cording to their grade and sell poor 
doers early. Use stilbestrol-contain- 
ing supplements to speed up gains and 
increase gain per ton of feed. 


Hog prices will gradually climb 
out of the deep trough into which they 
fell in early winter. Producers have been 
at light weights, pushing 
fall slaughter about 169 over a year 
earlier, although the spring pig crop 
was up only 9%. Numbers left from 
the spring crop are not much larger 
than a year ago. Recent prices have been 
a third below last winter's average level; 
hence there’s room for improvement! 
Discounts for weighty and over-fat hogs 
will increase, so keep selling at 230 Ibs.,

low the long-term average. There was 
some loss on nearly all of those hogs. 

While better prices are ahead, they 
are likely to continue lower than in re- 
cent years and producers will need to 
increase their efforts to lower produc- 
tion costs. On good Cornbelt farms, 
slightly over 8 bus. of corn or their 
equivalent in other feeds are required 
to produce 100 Ibs. of live hogs. That 
includes the cost of maintaining the 
brood sow. Other costs, including labor, 
will run around $4 a cwt. With $1.20 
corn, total cost will be about $14 a cwt. 

Some farmers will produce for less. 
They select sows capable of producing 
big litters. They feed good rations to 
the sows, including 15% of alfalfa hay 
or meal in winter, to produce large and 
vigorous litters. They use heat lamps 
and take other steps to save pigs at 
farrowing time. They select breeding 
stock for fast growth and low feed use 
per 100 Ibs. of gain. They feed ade- 
quate amounts of protein and minerals 
and fortify rations with antibiotics. 
They keep large herds, use self-feeders 
and may use a multiple farrowing sys- 
tem, to reduce overhead. 

They use the clean-sow, clean-pen, 
clean-ground method to reduce para- 
sites. They provide dry shelter, free of 
drafts and dust, and vaccinate, to re- 
duce disease losses. They also do what 
they can to get better than average 
prices by growing Meat-Type hogs, 
selling at 200-220 lb. weights.

(from page 10) will be slightly less 
than last winter, according to USDA. 
Lower prices for beef, pork and poultry 
will tend to hold down lamb prices dur- 
ing the fed lamb season. The 1956 lamb 
crop won't be much different from that 
of 1955. Prices probably won't change 
much either. 

Sheep flocks will be one of the 
better-paying farm enterprises in the 
year ahead. If prices are lower during 
the fed lamb season, the decline will be 
more than offset by lower feed costs. 
Also, the wool compensatory payment 
on slaughter lambs will bring up flock 
| earnings. Buying short-term to solid- 
mouth western ewes at $6.50 to $10.50 a 
ewt, will give you an inexpensive start. 





A high percentage lamb crop is a 
big step toward low unit costs. Select 
breeding stock for high-twinning, flush 
| ewes at mating time, give a light grain 
| feed for several weeks before lambing 
jand keep careful watch during the 
lambing period. Use phenothiazine to 
control parasites. Creep-feed early 
| lambs and market before June 30. 

Wool prices here and abroad have 
|turned firm, after dropping 25% since 
| last winter. Confidence is back. 

Milk prices will decline 10 to 
| 15% as production increases in the next 
1G months, but dairy herds will 
more over feed cost than in the 3 years. 

Many dairymen have found ways 
to produce at lower cost. Growing bet- 
ter pastures and more alfalfa hay, mak- 
ing grass silage and varying the amount 
of concentrate with the level of milk 
production will cut feeding costs. Arti- 
ficial insemination permits wider use of 
|sires of heavy milking ancestry, and 
| along with closer culling, makes possi- 
| ble a more rapid rise in average milk 
production per cow. Keeping larger 
herds, use of milking machines, rapid 
| milking techniques and improvements 
| in management are steps toward lower 
labor costs. For beginners, loose hous- 
ing of cows will hold down barn invest- 
ments. A shift toward fall freshening 
provides more milk to sell during the 
season of high prices and raises net re- 
turns,

Feed grain prices will continue 
lower than last year until mid-1956. 

If you have oats, barley or sor- 
ghums that you wen’'t need for feeding, 
better put it under the support program, 
if you plan to hold beyond Jan. 31. If 
you are eligible for a corn loan, seal 
your own and buy “free” corn for feed- 
ing. If you have to buy grain for feed- 
ing, corn has been a bigger bargain re- 
cently than oats, barley or sorghums. 

Protein feed supplies for this sea- 
son are estimated by USDA at 11.8 mil- 
lion tons, in soybean meal equivalent, 
against 11.2 million tons last season. 
Live stock numbers are up, but there is 
enough protein feed to go ‘round. Tank- 
age, meat scraps and soybean meal will 
be the bargain sources of protein. Plan 
to grow more and better legume hay 
to reduce purchases of protein feed. 

Hay prices will have only a small 
rise unless is quite severe and 
prolonged. If you have a surplus, push 
sales now but carrying over a stack or 
mowful is good insurance.

DeKalb D-50 is fairly tall, very leafy 
and tillers freely. The seeds are pale red 
and medium in size. The variety blooms 
in 62 days. (Hegari was used in the de- 
velopment.) Recommended for dryland 
farming primarily. 

DeKalb E-56 is approximately 4 to 
5 days later than Martin, Redbine 60, 
or Combine Kafir 60. This variety 
blooms in 64 days, has a deep red seed 
color and a large seed with very open 
heads. It has good standing ability, com- 
bines well. 

DeKalb F-62 blooms in 70 days and 
has the same maturity of Redlan, Red 
bine 66, Wesland and Midland.

“to helping the farmer obtain his full parity, 
100% parity, with the guarantee in the price 
supports of 90” that was promised by your Chief 
before the last presidential election. Applauding your appeal to those who 
produced the surplus and who best know how to corral it, let us suggest that 
the answer may be right under your nose. We cite you to the office of the 
Nat'l Milk Producers Federation up there at 1731 Eye St., Washington, D.C 
We believe they have the answer for milk, and maybe for all farm products 
They want to establish a commodity stabilization board of farmer-producers to 
announce the parity price for the needed production at the beginning of each 
marketing year—with the % of reduction or increase needed to get into balance 
They would collect from the farmer himself at the market a stabilization fee 
say 11¢ a 100 Ibs. on milk, perhaps 50¢ a cwt. on meat animals, the money 
to be used to support farm prices at full parity, by merchandising the product 
for its real worth. Like everything we buy, food and fiber ought to be worth 
cost of efficient production plus a reasonable profit. And no one wants food 
to bring more than its real nutritive value to the consumer. The
